ORIGIN. 

The  committee,  whose  work  eventuated  in  Pomona  Col- 
lege, was  appointed  by  the  General  Association  of  California, 
before  the  General  Association  of  Southern  California  was 
formed.  In  the  summer  of  1887  a  committee  from  the  last 
named  Association,  made  up  of  the  former  committee  and  sev- 
eral additions,  after  visits  to  other  places  inviting  consideration, 
repeated  meetings  and  long  deliberation,  decided  to  establish 
a  college,  determined  some  of  its  fundamental  principles,  locat- 
ed the  same  and  elected  the  first  board  of  trustees.  The 
trustees,  of  whom  a  majority  are  and  must  be  members  of 
Congregational  churches,  constitute  a  self-perpetuating  body, 
with  powers  of  a  corporation,  and  free  from  ecclesiastical  con- 
trol. The  college  opened  for  instruction  in  September,  1888, 
with  its  first  collegiate  class  and  classes  in  the  English  and  pre- 
paratory departments.  The  January  following  the  work  of 
instruction  was  transferred  to  Claremont  Hall. 

AIM. 

In  its  management,  while  not  sectarian,  Pomona  College 
is  designed  to  be  distinctively  Christian,  thoroughly  evangelical, 
and  earnestly  evangelistic.  It  provides  for  and  welcomes  both 
sexes,  all  nationalities  and  all  faiths.  Its  standards,  in  every 
department  and  at  every  stage  of  its  work,  are  designed  to  be 
on  an  equality  with  those  of  the  best  institutions  of  learning 
in  any  part  of  our  land.  In  short,  it  aims  to  educate  and 
develop  all  the  powers  in  such  manner  as  will  insure,  most 
certainly,  men  and  women  of  sound  body,  trained  and  furn- 
ished mind,  broad,  strong  and  harmonious  character,  who  may 
be  able  to  meet  the  demands  upon  them  of  the  present  day  and 
future  days.

LOCATION. 

The  college  campus  is  at  Piedmont,  a  mile  from  the  rail- 
road at  North  Pomona,  on  a  sightly  mesa  near  the  foot-hills, 
fifteen  hundred  feet  above  sea-level,  and  commanding  an  ex- 
tended view  of  the  valleys  of  San  Gabriel,  Pomona  and  San  Ber- 
nardino, abounding  in  groves  of  orange,  lemon,  fig  and  all  the 
productions  of  a  semi-tropic  climate.  On  the  north,  the  broken 
foot-hills  lie  almost  at  our  feet,  and  on  the  east,  thirty  miles 
away,  climb  into  the  lofty  snow-capped  peaks  of  San  Antonio, 
San  Bernardino  and  San  Jacinto.  Twenty-five  miles  to  the 
south  a  long  picturesque  range  of  hills  separates  us  from  the 
sea,  thirty-five  miles  distant,  and  cuts  off  the  harsh  direct 
winds  and  fogs,  while  yet  the  summer  trade-winds,  coming 
daily  b3^  a  little  detour,  cool  the  atmosphere  and  render  that 
season  almost  as  attractive  as  the  winter  months.  On  the  west 
the  eye  reaches  the  hills  adjacent  to  Iyos  Angeles,  and  in  the  eve- 
ning catches  the  gleam  of  its  electric  lights.  A  more  delightful 
and  healthful  spot  could  hardly  be  found.  The  dry,  yet 
always  mild  and  tempered  atmosphere  cannot  be  excelled  for 
persons  who  are  not  strong,  or  who  have  tendencies  to  throat 
or  chest  diseases.  The  central  college  building  is  just  rising 
above  ground,  a  modern  brick  structure  one  hundred  and  seven 
feet  long  by  eighty-three  feet  wide  and  three  stories  high,  with 
basement. 

At  present  the  college  is  housed  in  Claremont  Hall, 
Claremont,  a  mile  or  more  from  the  campus.  This  little  vil- 
lage, with  its  store,  postoffice,  depot,  and  district  school, 
without  anything  objectionable  to  a  college  community,  has 
nearly  all  the  advantages  that  Piedmont  enjoys,  and  is  directly 
on  the  main  line  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  sys- 
tem. Three  miles  southeast  is  Pomona,  a  city  of  five  thousand 
people,  the  halfway  station  of  the  Southern  Pacific  road 
between  I^os  Angeles  and  Colton.  Pomona  is  connected  with 
North  Pomona  by  a  steam  motor,  which  is  to  be  continued  to 
Claremont.  An  omnibus  now  runs  from  Claremont  Hall  to 
the  motor,  so  that  we  have  direct  connection  with  the  two 
great  railway  systems  that  make  communication  so  easy  in 


pomoxa  co i. } \E(, 
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this  part  of  the  state,  and  that  stretch  across  the  continent.  An- 
other railroad  is  projected  connecting  directly  with  San  Diego. 

Claremont  Hall  with  considerable  adjacent  land  was 
recently  donated  to  the  college,  and  is  admirably  suited  to  our 
immediate  necessities.  Besides  domestic  apartments,  five 
large  rooms  for  general  purposes,  and  all  modern  conveniences, 
it  has  thirty-two  fine  dormitory  rooms.  The  spacious  grounds 
afford  ample  scope  for  recreation  and  ornamentation,  and  are 
rapidly  taking  shape  accordingly. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Three  distinct  courses  of  study,  four  years  each,  are 
designed: 

I.  The  Classical  Course,  requiring  four  years  of  preparatory 
work  (students  sufficiently  advanced  in  the  English  studies  can 
prepare  in  three  years)  and  making  prominent  Latin  and  Greek. 

II.  The  Literary  Course,  substituting  for  Greek  modern 
languages,  literary  and  scientific  studies;  otherwise  the  same 
as  the  classical. 

III.  The  Scientific  Course,  to  be  more  sharply  defined  in 
the  near  future,  at  present  the  same  as  the  Literary. 

The  English  Course,  not  collegiate,  not  including  the 
ancient  languages,  extends  over  four  years,  and  is  designed  for 
those  who  cannot  take  the  full  courses  and  who  wish  to  fit  for 
business  or  teaching. 

Every  student  is  earnestly  advised  to  take  some  one 
course,  if  possible  a  full  course,  and  complete  it ;  but  elective 
courses,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty,  are  permitted. 
Degrees  and  diplomas  are  awarded  only  to  those  who  satisfac- 
torily complete  one  of  the  prescribed  courses. 

ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  any  department  must  furnish 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  a  good  moral  character.  Certifi- 
cates of  standing  in  the  last  school  attended  are  expected  and 
may  be  required. 

No  age  for  admission  is  prescribed.  Persons  fourteen  years 
old  should  be  mature  enough  to  be  placed  in  such  a  school. 
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The  school  year  begins  with  the  fall  term;  but  students, 
although  at  a  disadvantage,  may  enter  at  any  time  if  qualified 
to  join  classes  already  formed. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  English  and  preparatory 
departments  must  have  a  knowledge  of  the  elementary  branches 
of  study,  and  be  prepared  to  keep  up  with  classes  in  the  advanced 
grammar  and  in  the  higher  arithmetic,  beginning  with  fractions. 

Candidates  for  the  collegiate  department  will  be  received, 
without  examination,  on  the  certificates  of  other  institutions  of 
satisfactory  standing,  and  on  a  rank  of  80  per  cent  in  the  college 
preparatory  department;  and  those  not  having  either  of  these 
credentials  on  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  following 
studies  : 

Classical  Course. —  Mathematics:  Arithmetic,  with  the 
metric  system;  Algebra,  through  quadratic  equations;  Plane 
Geometry.  Science :  Physical  Geography,  Elementary  Phys- 
ics, Elementary  Physiology.  Language  and  Literature  :  Eng- 
lish— Grammar,  Elementary  Rhetoric.  German  or  French, 
so  far  as  to  translate  easy  prose  at  sight.  Latin — Grammar  : 
Caesar,  Gallic  War,  books  i-iv;  Cicero,  Orations  against  Cata- 
line  and  for  Archias,  and  one  other  oration;  Vergil,  Aeneid,  first 
six  books,  including  Prosody;  translation  of  easy  Eatin  into  Eng- 
lish and  English  into  Latin  at  sight;  Roman  History,  to  the 
death  of  Augustus.  Greek — Grammar;  Xenophon,  Anabasis, 
four  books;  Homer,  Iliad,  three  books,  with  Prosody;  trans- 
lation of  easy  Greek  into  English  and  English  into  Greek  at 
sight;  Greek  History.    Christian  Evidences. 

Literary  and  Scientific  Courses. — English:  Grammar,  Ele- 
mentary Rhetoric,  English  Literature.  Science :  Physical 
Geography,  Elementary  Physiology,  Physics  and  Astronomy. 
History:  Mythology,  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History.  Chris- 
tian Evidences.  Mathematics  and  Latin  as  in  the  Classical 
Course. 

LIBRARY. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Rev.  J.  T.  Ford  of  Los  Angeles, 
Rev.  E.  S.  Williams  of  Minneapolis,  Rev.  Charles  Little  of 
Pasadena,  Judge  Blades,  Mrs.  Marie  Clark,  Dea.  J.  O.  Gar- 
lick  and  Mrs.  Wells,  of  Pomona,  and  other  friends,  a  library 
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begins  to  assume  hopeful  proportions  and  is  already  helpful 
to  the  students.  Assurances  have  been  given  Looking  to  a 
rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  books. 

CHEMICAL  AND  PHYSICAL  APPARATUS. 

A  very  good  supply  of  the  more  simple  and  most  desira- 
ble apparatus  has  been  secured,  affording  much  help  to  students 
in  these  departments. 

MUSIC. 

This  department  is  organized  on  the  plan  of  the  best 
conservatories  of  music.  The  work  the  past  year,  under  Miss 
Mary  Caldwell  and  Professor  F.  P.  Brackett,  has  been  specially 
efficient  and  successful.  Class  recitals,  three  of  them  public, 
have  been  given  semi-monthly  through  the  year.  Musical 
instruments,  history  and  biography  have  been  studied  with 
the  aid  of  half-hour  talks  by  different  persons,  and  original 
essays  written  by  the  pupils.  Added  instruction  and  increased 
facilities  give  yet  larger  promise  for  the  future. 

Pupils  will  be  received  in  any  grade  and.  classified  accord- 
ingly. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  complete,  and  adapted  to  a 
thorough  musical  education.  Besides  the  regular  work,  special 
attention  will  be  given  to  sight  reading,  accompaniments  and 
sacred  music.  This  work  is  arranged  for  the  convenience,  not 
only  of  those  who  devote  their  whole  time  to  music,  but  also 
of  those  who  take  music  in  connection  with  other  courses  of 
study. 

Many  advantages  outside  the  course  of  study  will  be 
afforded  to  the  pupils. 

The  Pomona  Choral  Union,  with  over  sixty  members,  offers 
special  advantages  for  choral  work. 

ART. 

Competent  instruction  in  art  is  secured  for  those  who  wish 
to  pursue  that  study. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

Two  societies  have  been  organized  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Faculty,  and  are  proving  very  helpful  in  acquiring

familiarity  with  parliamentary  usage,  and  facility  in  writing 
and  speaking.  The  Pomona  College  Literary  Society,  for  the 
more  advanced  students,  has  already  become  a  potent  factor 
in  the  best  life  and  work  of  the  institution. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Christian  Association  of  Pomona  College  is  a  vol- 
untary organization,  including  most  of  the  students  as  active 
or  associate  members.  Their  meetings  are  held  weekly ,  under 
the  direction  of  the  students,  but  attended  by  the  teachers,  and 
are  a  positive  influence  for  good. 

PRIZES. 

A  prize  debate,  open  to  all  the  students,  with  first  and 
second  prize,  is  arranged  for  the  close  of  the  present  spring 
term.    Other  prizes  will  be  offered  from  time  to  time. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  REPORTS. 

The  last  days  of  each  term  will  be  devoted  to  examina- 
tions, the  final  day  to  oral  examinations.  Committees  from 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  General  and  District  Associa- 
tions will  be  expected,  and  all  friends  will  be  welcomed  thenr 
as  at  all  times. 

A  careful  report  will  be  kept  of  the  deportment,  and  the 
standing  of  every  student  in  each  branch  one  pursues,  and 
these  reports  will  be  forwarded  to  the  parents  at  the  close  of 
each  term. 

DEGREES. 

Graduates  of  the  classical,  the  literary  or  the  scientific 
departments  will  receive  respectively  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Literature  or  Bachelor  of  Science.  Grad- 
uates of  the  English  and  musical  departments  will  receive 
diplomas  certifying  that  fact. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

The  students  are  thrown  largely  upon  their  own  honor 
and  responsibility.  Loyalty  to  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the 
college  is  of  primary  importance.  Should  any  prove  disloyal, 
or  so  far  fail  to  profit  by  its  advantages  as  to  fall  below  grade 
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in  scholarship,  they  may  be  sent  home  without  waiting  for 
specific  charges  of  discipline. 

Promptness  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  regularity  of 
attendance,  and  punctuality  at  every  required  exercise  arc 
exceedingly  desirable.  Students  may  be  received,  however, 
at  any  time  after  the  term  has  commenced.  Absence  during 
the  term,  and  especially  at  examinations,  will  be  permitted 
only  for  good  reasons. 

Students  must  observe  study-hours,  regularly  attend  devo- 
tional services  in  the  chapel,  and  divine  worship  on  the  Sib- 
bath.  Each  one  may  elect  the  church  one  will  attend,  but 
must  not  change  without  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

The  students  are  forbidden  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks, 
tobacco  or  profane  language  during  term  time. 

LADIES'  DEPARTMENT. 

Both  sexes  may  enjoy  equally  the  privileges  and  the 
awards  of  the  college.  They  attend  the  same  general  exer- 
cises, have  common  class-rooms,  and  in  the  dining  room  sit  at 
the  same  tables.  The  ladies'  hall,  while  on  the  same  floor  with 
the  gentlemen's  hall,  is  approached  by  a  separate  flight  of 
stairs  and  as  fully  shut  off  from  communication  with  it  as  if  in 
a  different  building.  Besides  the  Matron,  who  is  deeply  inter- 
ested in  all  the  students,  a  lady  teacher  will  have  charge  of  the 
ladies'  hall,  and  do  all  in  her  power  for  the  health,  comfort 
and  best  good  of  the  students. 

The  young  ladies  will  receive  calls  from  gentlemen,  only 
in  the  reception  room,  and  by  permission  of  the  teacher  in 
charge. 

BOARDING  DEPARTMENT. 

A  christian  family  of  rare  adaptation,  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Executive  Committee,  has  the  care  of  the 
domestic  affairs  of  the  college  at  Claremont  Hall.  It  is  in- 
tended, so  far  as  possible,  to  secure  the  advantages  and  the 
atmosphere  of  a  christian  home  for  all.  The  teachers  reside 
in  the  building  and  eat  at  the  same  tables  with  the  students. 
This  department  is  designed  to  provide,  for  teachers  and 
scholars,  good  board  at  low  rates,  not  to  be  a  source  of  profit. 
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Each  room  is  furnished  with  table,  chairs,  commode, 
bureau,  bedstead,  mattress,  pillows,  lamp  and  curtains. 

WHAT  TO  BRING. 

Each  student  should  bring  towels  and  bedding;  carpet, 
rugs  and  other  proper  furnishings  may  be  brought  if  desired. 

EXPENSES. 

College  bills  are  payable  in  advance;  board,  four  weeks 
in  advance.
